T h e C h o s e T ree. 
Chone is the name given by the 
Kanakas to n tree which flourishes in 
New Caledonia. It reaches a height of 
forty feet aud puts forth beautiful 
white flowers, having a perfume like 
that of jasmine. The chone is the Cer- 
bera manghas of the botanist and be­ 
longs to the family of the apocynaceae. 
It yields a milky juice, like the India 
rubber tree, which when evaporated 
leaves a black gum that softens In 
boiling water, like guttn percha. 
It is 
impermeable, like gutta percha, but 
has tlm advantage of dissolving In 
petroleum. 
The solution painted or 
Coated on wood and evaporated leaves 
a thin layer of the gum, Impervious to 
water. 
Leather Impregnated with the 
gum can remain in water for hours 
without becoming moist. 
Moreover. It 
makes an excellent water proof var­ 
nish for boots when it Is dissolved in 
essence of turpentine. 


M etals. 
Mercury, of course, is fluid at all or­ 
dinary temperatures. 
Of the metals 
which we commonly regard as solid, 
lead can be made to flow with great 
ease. 
If by hydraulic pressure it Is 
forced Into a cylinder with a hole in 
the side of it it will, when the cylinder 
is full, flow out of the hole In a solid, 
barlike stream. 
The harder metals, 
as gold and silver, obviously undergo 
slight fluxion movements in the process 
of coining, as iron is not perfectly 
rigid. 
In drawing out a bar of it Into 
wire the change of form compels the 
purticles of the metal to slide or shear 
over eafch other, just as in the flow of 
a liquid. 
So great are the pressures 
that can be applied by modem me­ 
chanical science that even steel can be 
compelled to change its shape without 
fracture, and all such changes imply 
fluxion iu the metal.

A Q U E E R MANIA. 


Sicilian P rince W ho R ain ed H im self 
B aying A b sard S ta tua ry. 
The Sicilian Prince of Valguanera at 
the b eginning of the last century was 
a monomaniac of a rare description. 
He succeeded to one of the largest for­ 
tunes in Europe, his hab its were studi­ 
ous and economical, he had no chil­ 
dren, b ut in spite of these adv antages 
for sav ing money he contriv ed to ruin 
himself. 
The prince had a fancy for 
grotesque statues, with which he adorn­ 
ed the stately mansion of his forefa­ 
thers. Many descriptions of the place 
are extant, 
for 
it was renowned 
throughout Europe In its day. 
Bry- 
doue v isited it, and he has left us a 
pleasant picture. 
Approaching b y a 
nob le av enue, one found the palace 
encircled b y an “army” of monsters. 
“The ab surdity of the wretched im­ 
agination which created them is not 
less astonishing than its wonderful 
fertility,” says Brydone. 
“Some were 
a compound of fiv e or six animals 
Which hav e no resemb lance in nature. 
In one instance the head of a lion was 
set upon the neck of a goose, with the 
b ody of a lizard, the eyes of a goat 
and the tail of a fox. Upon the b ack 
of this ob ject stood another with fiv e 
or six heads and a grov e of horns. 
There is no kind of b orn In the world 
that he has not collected, and his pleas­ 
ure is to see them all flourishing on the 
same skull." 
Of such horrors there were 600 in 
the av enue aud courtyard alone when 
Brydone saw the collection, and the 
prince maintained a regiment of sculp­ 
tors who were rewarded proportion­ 
ately to their success in designing new 
and unparalleled comb inations. 
The 
effect upon a superstitious peasantry 
may b e imagined. So serious was the 
agitation that the gov ernment of Sicily 
threatened to demolish the wonderful 
array sev eral times, b ut a prince of 
Valguanera was not to b e offended ln 
those days without the grav est cause. 
Matrons of Palermo would not take 
their driv es in that direction, fearing 
dire results. 
The inside of the house 
was eccentric in another fashion. 
Here the madman div erted himself 
with columns and arches and pyramids 
of cups and saucers, teapots and the 
like cemented together. One column, 
for Instance, started from a great por­ 
celain v ase of shape familiar in b ed­ 
rooms, b ut not elsewhere. The shaft 
was teapots, with the spouts protrud­ 
ing, graduated in size up to a capital 
of flowerpots.
